LINCOLN- Nebraska voters are able to request a mail-in ballot by filing out an application found online or
by contacting their County Election Commissioner or County Clerk. April 6 marks the first day for
counties to mail ballots requested by voters.

May 1 is the last day for voters to request a mail-in ballot to be mailed to them. Ballots must be
received in the county election office by close of primary election polls on May 12.
